You are hereby notified to meet at I. O. O. F. Banquet. Hall in 
said Sunapee, on Tuesday, the ninth day of March next, at nine of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


Art. 1. To choose a Town Clerk for the year ensuing. 


Art. 2. To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer, Board of 
Selectmen, Water Commissioners, Aucitors, Agents or Committees or 
other officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 3. To choose all necessary town officers for the year ensu- 
ing. , | 

Art. 4. To see what sum of money the town will raise to pay the 
outstanding debts and interest on its notes and water bonds, and pass 
any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 5. To see what sum of money the town will raise to defray 
town charges for the year ensuing, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Art 6. To see what sum of money the town will raise to repair 
highways and bridges for the year ensuing, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

Art. 7. Tosee if the town will vote to raise fifteen hundred 
dollars ($1,500.00) to maintain its trunk line highway, and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 

Art. 8. Toseeif the town will vote to raise, by term notes, 
bonds or otherwise, thirteen thousand three hundred thirty three 
dollars, ($13,333.00) ‘providing the State and Federal government 
apportion twenty six thousand six hundred and sixty seven dollars, 
($26,667.00) the joint fund to be expenced on the reconstruction of a 
section of the Sunapee Lake road, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to raise two thousand two 
hundred eighty four dollars and fifty cents ($2,284.50) to build its cen- 
tral trunk line, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 10. To see if the town will vote to raise, by term notes, 
bonds or otherwise, five thousand dollars, ($5,000.00) providing the

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


Eight cases of Scarlet Fever constitute all the con- 
tageous diseases reported during the year. All of these 
cases have been held in check where they developed, the 
homes being quarantined and in due time thoroughly fumi- 
gated. The patients in all these homes were well cared for 
by the occupants, otherwise more cases would have devel- 
oped. 


The requirements of the State made upon the present- 
day Health Officer are more exacting, as they should be, 
and more than I will try to enumerate, but suffice it to say 
that the State has an efficient Secretary of the State Board 
of Health who keeps in close touch with the Health Officers 
in the State and it is their purpose to protect the public 
the best they possibly ean with your cooperation, and it is 
not only your privilege but your duty to report everything 
to your Health Officer that is liable in any way to be a 
menace to the public health. Sunapee is fortunate in that 
the Lake Sunapee Protective Corporation and the State 
take a financial interest in the sanitary conditions around 
Sunapee Lake from which comes our public water supply, 
also a large proportion of our summer residents. Your 
servant has represented this Corporation and the State 
since 1908 and very reluctently has considered continuing 
his services for 1929. The requirements of the State are 
that the lines be drawn a little tighter than heretofore and 
shall expect a courteous cooperation from all that may be 
called upon to make minor changes along sanitary lines. 
The protection of the Lake has been a valuable advertise- 


ment for the Lake and is yearly yielding results and there 


mustnot be any relaxation along these lines. 
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Thanking the public for your confidence in me and your 
cooperation whenever required, I respectfully submit this 
brief report.

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ENGINEERS’ REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


We herewith submit our annual report for the year 
1919. 


The year that has just passed has been an unusual good 
year for the town as far as fire loss goes. Only two bad fires 
have visited the town the past year, but by good work of 
the department the loss was kept down to a small amount 
considering the buildings that were endangered. The total 
loss of the two fires was about $1,700.00 which was covered 
by insurance. : 


The property of the department is in good condition. 
the central fire station has been painted one coat which im- 
proves the looks, but for the good of the building there

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD | 


We respectfully submit the report which will appear 
on the following page as an itemized account of the finan= 
cial report of the School Board for the year ending August 
31,1919. 

In our judgement good work has been and is heing 
done in all the schools, most of them. having experienced | 
teachers. 

he attendance is not what we would like it to be; too 
many tardy marks and absences and if they continue in 
the high school we will loose the state approval which we — 
all wish to retain. We cannot urge parents ‘too strongly 
to see that their children are in school all the time unless 
prevented by sickness (which is about the only excuse ac- 
cepted by the state) or other unavoidable cause. Tardy 
marks especially must be eliminated from our schools hav- 
ing state approval. 

We would also ask and urge all parents and others in- 
terested in school work to visit each and all grades and ' 
high school and see for themselves the work being done. 
If they would we think they will have a better idea of, and 
feel more kindly toward, the schools and what is being ac- 
. complished there, especially in vocational work. 

In regard to our school in weather unfit for scholars to 
attend, the signal 3-3’s of the whistle at 7.45 o’clock a. m. 
(or the same on the fire alarm 3-3’s) will denote, no school 
for the forenoon. 3-3’s the same as mentioned above at 
12.30 o’clock, p. m., will mean no school for the afternoon. 

The Center school building has received one coat of 
paint this last year and needs one more this coming sum- 
mer. Not being painted for so long, the work on it does 
not show as it should. The rural school buildings will have 
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to be remodelled to conform to the state requirement of 


standard school buildings. Your school board would recom- 


mend that two of them be remodelled this year and two > 
the coming year, as we have two years to do this work in, 
and by so doing, it would divide the expense. 

The Mothers Club before disbanding voted to donate 
the money in their treasury for the purchase of dishes for 
the use of the pupils who carry their dinner, and are 


served hot drinks and lunch prepared for them by the 


domestic science class at small expense to those who 
partake. 

We submit the following estimate of money to meet 
the statutory obligation, and this is a notice to the select- 
men as required by law.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools. 


To the Honorable School Board of Sunapee:— 


It is my privilege to submit my fourth annual report 
of the schools of Sunapee for your consideration. 

The year commencing with last fall term has been by 
far the most successful school year we have had during 
my stay with you. We were very fortunate to retain 
most of our village teachers of last year. This is some- 
thing which we have never been able to do before. The 
teachers of Wendell, South Sunapee and Collins schools 
are a great improvement over those of last year, and are 
doing excellent work. Sunapee surely has reasons to 
congratulate herself on her corps of teachers. We hope to 
retain them for another year. | 

There has been and is still being made a very material 
advance in teachers’ salaries throughout the state and 
nation. You have done well to advance your teachers’ 
salaries one hundred dollars ($100) for the year. It will 
be necessary to advance them again next year to retain 
the teachers whom we now have, or to replace them with 
others as efficient. 

Teachers of any kind are very scarce, and this is 
specially true of desirable teachers. A town that has efficient 
teachers should do all it possiby can to retain them another 
year. Salary is only one inducement; living conditions do 
much to retain them. The treatment they receive from 
parents, citizens and school officials will do much more to 
retain them. If teachers are giving satisfaction, they 
should be told so by those who are satisfied. A word of 
commendation will do much to encourage them and also to 
make them desire to remain another year. Dissatisfied 
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parents are always ready to censure and find fault. Satis- 
fied parents should be just as ready and willing to com- 
mend and praise. An encouraging word, now and then, 
will do more than dollars to retain desirable teachers, as 
they are the very ones who are not working entirely for 
financial remuneration. | 

The High School improved steadily under Miss Mann’s 
efficient management. We regret that we were unable to 
retain her. It seemed best to reinstate the agricultural 
course, and this necessitated having a man for Head- 
master of this school. Mr. C. W. Rowe seems to be the 
rignt man in the right place. We are sure the High School 
is doing the best work it has done since we have been 
with you. 

On account of the great scarcity of teachers and the 
material advance in salaries, many small schools through- 
out the state will have to be closed. I recommend the 
closing of the South Sunapee school and the Collins school. 
A good team can carry all the pupils of the former school 
as far as the Wendell school, leaving the pupils of the 
lower grades at Wendell and taking the pupils of the upper 
grades of both schools to the Center school. By next year 
the Seventh and Eighth grades will be doing Junior High 
work. It will be practically impossible for the smaller 
schools to do this grade of work and the pupils living in 
these districts should have an equal chance with those at 
the Center. This can be given them only by conveying 
them to the Center. 

I believe all the pupils in the Collins school should be 
' conveyed to the Center. The pupils above the fifth grade 
at Georges Mills should also be conveyed to the Center. 
Then all the children in Sunapee will be given equal school 
privileges and all will be equally prepared at the end of the

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eighth grade to enter high school. As it is now, the pupils 
coming from the schools out of the village are not as well 
prepared and many of them fail to get promoted, get dis- 
couraged, and leave school. This is a great loss to the town 
as well as the pupils. 

“Every day spent in school pays the child nine dollars. ”’ 

‘‘Uneducated laborers earn on the average $500.00 per 
year for forty years, a total of $20,000.00.”’ 

‘‘High-school graduates earn on the average $1,000.00 

er year for forty years, a total of $40,000.00.” 

“This education required 12 years of schooling of 180 
days each, a total of 2,160 days in school.”’ 

“Tf 2,160 days at school add $20,000 to the income for 
life, then each day at school adds $9.02.’ 

“The child who stays out of school to earn less than 
nine dollars a day is losing money, not making money.”’ 

Some of our houses need painting and repairing. The 
Wendell should have a new hard wood floor, and more 
windows should be placed in the rear. A new stove is very 
much needed in the Collins school house, if this school is to 
continue after this year. The present stove is not safe. I 
recommend that the Wendell and Georges Mills schools be - 
put into good condition this year, as there will doubtless 
be school in these buildings another year. At least five 
hundred dollars ($500.00) should be appropriated for this 
work. 

The new Smith bubbler fountains that have been in- 
stalled in the Wendell, Collins and South Sunapee schools 
will add much to the health and comfort of the pupils. The 
pupils in these schools now have just as sanitary chances 
to drink as the village people. The water is also kept clean 
and fresh. A few changes in books have been made, and 
a few more need to be made. More different sets of read- 
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ers will be needed to meet the minimum requirement of 
the state. These can be purchased as needed. 

Teachers and pupils are trying hard to keep down the 
expense of supplies. The price of both books and supplies 
have advanced considerably during the year and will — 
doubtless advance more the coming year. Allowance should 
be made for this advance in asking for your appropriation. 

A few more maps and reference books should be fur- 
nished.. We have hesitated some to buy these, especially 
maps of Europe, until boundaries shall have been settled. 

So many of the high school pupils were absent or 
tardy last year and the early part of this year, that the 
High School was approved by the State Department to 
January 31, 1920 only. We have sent in our report of at- 
tendance this year up to January 26, as requested. We 
hope we have improved enough to be approved for the rest 
of this year. It has taken severe measures to make this 
improvement, but we believe that everyone interested in 
the High School is anxious to have it on the approved list 
of High Schools. I am much pleased and greatly encour- 
aged with the steady improvement the schools are making 
this year. The spirit of the schools is by far the best we 
have ever had. The pupils are beginning to take a real in- 
terest in their work. The teachers and officials are appar- 
ently working in harmony for the best interest of the 
schools. 

One great need of the High School is a small separate 
building for the agricultural work, which includes manual 
training and forge work, which are so noisy they need to 
be in a building by themselves. Not only are they noisy, 
but there is no suitable place for them in the present 
building. The forge work gives off more or less smoke and 
there is more or less danger of fire. 
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Baskets for playing out-door basket ball have been in- 
stalled in the school yard of the Center. These are only 
the beginning of play apparatus that is very much needed 
on the play-ground. not only to be used when school is in 
session, but all the year around. Here is a great opportun- 
ity for individuals or societies that are interested in the 
boys and girls of Sunapee to contribute toward their wel- 
fare. A few hundred dollars thus spent would be a great 
asset in the moulding of the character of the boys and 
girls who will soon be the citizens of Sunapee. 

In closing I want to express my appreciation to all 
who in any way have tried to make our schools efficient. It 
has been a pleasure to work with you this year, and I hope 
for your continued interest and co-operation that we may 
do all in our power to better our schools and to help our 
boys and girls.
